Let the New American Ghetto exhibition constitute a warning. As a nation we are 
creating something new in our cities and we must be resolute in our 
understanding of its implications. While our national political leadership basks in 
the glory of the 'triumph of capitalism over communism,' the harsh realities of our 
publicly managed minority communities are painfully evident to anyone who dares 
to look. There is no less a potential for crisis here than has occurred in Eastern 
Europe. This exhibition is about waiting for the other shoe to drop. The new 
society and urbanism is appearing before our eyes. Its origins are complex and 
wide ranging, but one must point to the national abrogation of responsibility and 
leadership in grappling with this transformation of our society in the post-industrial 
and post-capitalist ear.
